1. The airfield was north of chernikewsk (56°9'5/54045'N) ,Bashkir 
ASSR, north of an E~W railroaa tine, immediately north- 
west of a field path from Chornikevsk toward the north- 
east. 

The field had concrete taxivays, a stone flight control 
station with windcone and mast, and three wooden cantonment 
puildings. 


3. The occupation of the field varied from 15 to 30 aircraft 
between 1946 and 1949, It was occuried by the followin: planes 
in February and Mareh 1949:
